Washington, July 26.— Presi- 


dent Harding tonight set in mo- 
tion the federal emergency fuel 
control organisation with the se- 
lection of a central coal distribu- 
tion committee of government of- 
ficials under the chairmanship of 
Secretary Hoover.

request of the President, immedi- 
ately wired the governors of the 
various states asking them to set 
up emergency state organizations 
as the first step toward decentral- 
izing the organization for equit- 
able distribution and maintenance 
of fair prices for coal under the 
administration's plan. 


New York. July 26 —James Roth-

SHOOTS HER SISTER 


Says Message From Her Dead 


Father Prompted Her to 


Commit the Act 


New York, July 26. —A message 


from her dead fatbtr, urging her to 
"make an end of all'this business," 
prompted Mrs. Minie Reisler. wife of 
"John the barber" Reisler. widely- 
known sporting man, to shoot her 
sister, Bertha Katz, police quoted her 
as saying today after she had been 
locked up with her'two sons and a 
brother on homicide charges. 


Miss Katz was ehot 
In her home 


early today. Detectives Indicated they 
believe Mrs. Relsler's statement, al- 
though Miss 
Katz, in 
a deathbed 


statement, told them 
that Morris 


Reisler, a eon of Mrs. Reisler fired the 
shots which killed her. Mocrls and 
George Reisler fcnd Max Katz were 
held with Mrs. Reisler. 


An all-day search failed to biing 
"John the barber," whose alleged love 
affair with Miss Katz was declared by 
Mrs. Relfller to have been the cause of 
the shooting into the hands of the 
police. The last time they saw him, 
they said, was last night when he 
went to a Brook!} n police station and 
asked protection for the Katz girl. 


which ordinarily ran about six weeks 
before he was able to be out again. 
He was stricken last month and was 
compelled to cancel all 6fflcial engage- 
ments, including confirmations in var- 
ious parishes.

health was improving and he request- 
ed to be taken for an automobile ride 
On his return he suffered a chill and 
the attending physicians believed a 
collapse was impending. Tlieir fears 
were intensified daily and Dr. "\Var- 
fleld T. Longcopc, professor ot medl- 
iine, Columbia university, was asked 
to come here in consultation 
with 


three Syracuse physicians. 


Bishop Grimes was born in County 


Limerick, Ireland, December 18, 1852, 
of a family prominent in church af- 
fairs. 
He finished his college course 


with honors at the age of 18 and 
came at once to America. 
He was 


ordained a priest at Albans', February 
10, 1882, and immediately afterward 
assigned as an assistant to St. Mary's 
church, Syracuse, now The Cathedral. 
He wae given his first pastorate at 
Whitesboro in 1887 and two years 
later was returned to St. Mary's as 
pastor upon 
the death 
of Father 
O'Hara. 
In 1804 
he was made a 


member of the papal household with 
the rank of monsignor and on May 
16, 1906, was consecrated coadjutor 
to Bishop Ludden. On August 6, 1912, 
Bishop Crimea succeeded to the bish- 
opric on the death of Bishop Ludden.

court dismissing tha writ of certeior- 
an issued to review an aneeswment ot 
its capital stock for local and state 
taxation for the year 1921. The ap- 
peal was argued last May and the de- 
cision rendered a few days ago. The 
tax commissioners of New York city. 
the respondents, were assisted in the 
flght by a committee of corporation 
counsels appointed 
by the Mayor's 


conference and including Attorney O. 
C. Becker of this city. 
This one per cent, assessment was 


accepted 'without question by banks 
until the passage of the state income 
tax law which provides that all mon- 
eyed capital, other than that invested 
in state and national banks shares by 
individual citizens, shall be tax ex- 
empt. Federal statutes, however, for- 
bid a greater rate of taxation on na- 
tional bank shares than is assessed 
upon other moneyed capital and the 
banks argued that since other mon- 
eyed capital was'tax exempt under 
the provisions of the state Income tax 
law their shares could not, in harmo- 
ny with federal law, be assessed one 
per cent. 
The appellate division contended 


that the assessment of stock in the 
local rolls and the imposition ot a tax 
on the book value thereof, had been 
authorized by the federal statute, as 
interpreted by the courts, and that 
the only possible relief which the re- 
lator could become entitled to would 
be to have the tax of one per cent, on 
such book value reduced to conform 
to the general rate of taxation im-
